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P r e s c o t t , July 31.—The Miner pub­ 
lishes a letter from a correspondent at 
Cerliat who has been visiting the Col­ 
orado Reservation, and who makes 
some damaging revelations concern­ 
ing its management. False musters 
are charged upon Agent Tonner, who. 
it is alleged, induced a large body of 
Mojaves, who for ten years have been 
supporting themselves, to visit his 
reservation, where they were counted 
with the other Indians so as to swell 
the aggregate present to over eight 
hundred. 
The ditch on the reserve is a dead 
failure; not one drop of water can 
reach it from the Calorado, and tlie 
head gate has never been opened. 
Nearly one hundred thousand dollars 
have already been used in digging It, 
and twenty thousand more have been 
asked for. Agent Tonner’s statement 
that the ditcli is now almost ready for 
use is denounced as a falsehood. 
* 
A school-master, head-farmer and 
other employees are borne on the rolls 
and paid fordoing nothing. No school 
exists; the farm, so-called, consists of 
an alfalfa grass-glot fifty feet square 
in frontof the Agent’s residence, which 
is watered daily by the Indian chil­ 
dren under the direction of the school­ 
master. 
Touner is also charged with owning 
a ranch near the reserve to which the 
finest cattle belonging to the Indians 
nre sent and marked with his brand; 
all the best farming implements like­ 
wise find their way there. 
Indians are not half fed. Feeble old 
squaws are compelled to earn a living 
by carrying buudlesof hay often-times 
weighing a hundred pounds many 
miles to the reserve,where Tonner pays 
them nominally fifty cents per diem 
in two cups of flour. This hay is then 
charged to the Government as having 
cost ¿60 per ton gold. 
The communication gives a graphic 
description of the way in which affairs 
are carried on at the Colorado Reser­ 
vation, and is attracting much atten­ 
tion. 
P re sc o tt, August 1. — The Miner 
says a courier from the Verde Reser­ 
vation has brought news of the death 
of old Del-che, tlie noted Apache 
chief, whose name for many years lias 
been a by-word and a terror in north­ 
ern and central 
Arizona. 
Ten or 
twelve days ago he ventured to visit a 
village of fonto Apaches011 the Verde 
Reservation, where lie tried his ut­ 
most to induce an outbreak; saying to 
the Indians that 
they liad better go 
on the war path 
with him, than re­ 
main the Americans, who were soon 
going to break up that Reservation 
and move them of to a barren desert 
where the heat would speedily exter­ 
minate the tribe. 
Lieutenant Schuy­ 
ler being apprised of his presence 
sent three trusty Apache scouts to fol­ 
low him back to the mountains and 
ascertain the exact location of his 
ranchería. It appears 
that these In ­ 
dians must have 
been discovered by 
Del-che, whom they 
killed sooner 
than let him escape. His scalp was 
brought to the Verde on the 29th of 
July, and was recognized by the In ­ 
dians there. 
Late dispatches from Tucson give In 
full the correspondence between Gov­ 
ernor Salford and Lewis C. Hughes, 
notary public and Attorney-General 
for the Territory of Arizona. 
Mr. 
Huglies lias refused to deny or other­ 
wise vindicate himself of the charges 
made against him in connection with 
Indian 
Agent 
Roberts. 
Governor 
Salford, having apnoiuted Mr. Hughes 
a notary public and Attorney-General, 
lias recalled both appointments, con­ 
sidering himself in duty bound to re­ 
lieve from the public service any man 
who would mix himself up with the 
Indian ring in the manner charged, 
The Governor’s letter is quite lengthy, 
and he expresses his sentiments very 
freely. This action is also backed up 
by the prominent members of tlie bar 
in Tucson, who have likewise taken 
Mr. Hughes to task, and have for­ 
mally called upon him for an expla­ 
nation of the charges made against 
him. 


Wednesday morning Humphrey’s 
dam, the largest of the dams belong­ 
ing to twelve mill companies, located 
in Silver City and below it, broke, 
and the water swept away the smaller 
dams for the wnole length of the 
flume.

Fruit Drying— How it is Done. 


As we shall soon have a fruit-drying 
establishment conducted on the Alden 
process in this city, a brief description 
of the mode by which the fruit is 
dried may be found of interest to the 
people of this valley. The Alden pro­ 
cess is based on purely scientific prin­ 
ciples. Its treatment of the fruit is 
simply pneumatic evaporation of the 
water it contains. 
The starch and 
sugar of the fruit is retained and the 
article rendered decay - proof. 
The 
Alden preserved fruits are essentially 
fresh, and they remain so for years. 
We have seen specimens of Alden 
dried corn, peas, nectarines, pump­ 
kins, squashes and apples, which after 
being placed in water a short time, as­ 
sumed just the shape and resumed 
just the flavor possessed before being 
submitted to the drying process. In 
drying the water alone is removed 
from the fruit, hence a little water 
restores the dried fruit to its original 
shape and flavor. We cannot go into 
a description of the Alden Pneumatic 
Evaporator. 
W hat it does will be of 
more interest. The following figures 
are given as the product of what is 
called a number two evaporator, in 
twenty-two hours’ work: Apples, 360 
pounds; apricots, 430 pounds; sweet 
corn, 4-50 pounds; pears, 300 pounds; 
peeled peaches. 300 pounds. 
Total, 
1,930 pounds of dried or evaporated 
fruit in one day. This seems incredi­ 
ble, yet the fact is well authenticated. 
This fruit was not, liko the ordinary 
kiln or sun-dried fruit, liable to mould 
or decay. It could do neither, for all 
the water it contained was entirely 
removed. The Alden process will, at 
a cost of not exceeding three cents per 
pound, turn out an article of prune far 
superior to that now imported. Think 
what may be done with a single acre 
of the broad area now uncultivated in 
California. Two hundred and twenty- 
two trees may be planted on a single 
acre; at five years old from the bud, 
each of these trees will bear two hun­ 
dred pounds. This gives 15,200 pounds 
to the 
acre of 
preserved prunes 
worth, at twenty cents per pound, 
$3,040—a grand yield for a single acre 
of land. But it is to the raisin man­ 
ufactured by the Alden process that we 
would call particular attention, be­ 
cause we already produce an immense 
quantity of grapes in this valley. Mr. 
D a v i s , the owner of the right for this 
county, has samples of the Alden 
manufactured raisins that will aston­ 
ish all who examine them. They are 
made from all kinds of grapes. The 
common California grape makes a fine 
article of raisin, but the raisin manu­ 
factured from a superior grape excels 
in beauty, size and flavor anything we 
have ever seen. Those of our citizens 
who think of digging up their vine­ 
yards will do well to pause. The bus­ 
iness Mr. D a v i s is about to inaugu­ 
rate will furnish a market for all 
grapes grown in this valley. 


Not a Prophet. 


The Kern County Courier lays it 
down as a fact that the Los An­ 
geles and Independence railroad will 
never be built. The exact amount 
and precise weight of evidence on 
which this prophecy is based we can­ 
not of course determine, but we are 
sure that it is not of that ponderous 
character that will carry dismay and 
despair to the people of Los Angeles 
and Independence. 
The opinion of 
the Courier on this matter is worth 
only what is usually accorded to a 
person who is addicted to the habit of 
letting h¡9 
prejudice or preference 
cloud and often obscure his judgment. 
The people of Kern county would like 
very much to turn the bullion trade 
of the Inyo county mines, into the 
head of the San Joaquin Valley. It 
is a natural desire and we have noth­ 
ing to say against it, nor is the Courier 
to be condemned for expressing a con­ 
viction that it hopes will be realized. 
B it when it makes the unqualified 
assertion that the Los Angeles and 
Independence railroad will never be 
built, it is placing itself in a position 
which may lead to its conviction and 
cremation 
as a witch or a false 
prophet. We are confident the road 
will be built. There is no argument 
to be adduced in favor of a branch 
road from the Southern Pacific to the 
Cerro Gordo mines. 
The enormous 
freight which the long distance by 
rail would impose on the shipper 
would be but a slight improvement on 
the present wagon 
transportation. 
The road which will most benefit the 
couutry is the one that reaches the sea 
by the most practicable route, and the 
surveys already made demonstrate 
that the Cajon Pass route is the most 
practical for the Los Angeles and Inde­ 
pendence road. It is by that route that 
a road will pay, and it is by that route 
the road will be built. 


T h e B e e c i i e r - T i l t o n controversy 
is still warm, but develops no new 
features. There is a vast amount of 
talk, and a great many remarks and 
speeches are attributed to the parties 
most interested; yet it is more than 
probable that the lady or either |of 
the gentlemen have not said one word 
where newspaper reporters have made 
them say a thousand. 
T i l t o n has 
been arrested for libel and discharged, 
but nothing important hangs thereby, 
as his release was no doubt the work 
of friends. So much verbiage and 
nonsense has been set afloat that the 
public mind is not justified in believ­ 
ing anything said relative to the scan­ 


dal unless it is sustained by affidavit. 
Mr. B e e c h e r 's statement isaqxlously 
looked for. On It will be based the 
verdict of the public. If ho avows 
himself innocent of tho charges pre­ 
ferred by T i l t o n , no amount of asser- 
vation to the contrary will Induce the 
people to believe him guilty. 


Petroleum. 


C h r i s . L e a m i n o , Recorder in the 
San Fernando oil mining district, 
came to the city yesterday and brings 
the gratifying information that the 
well boring company have struck oil 
of a fine quality at a depth of eighty 
feet. They pump three or four bar­ 
rels a day out of the well, which is of 
course thrown away, as the oil will be 
mixed with sand, etc., so long as the 
diill continues to work. The opera­ 
tives are confident they will have over 
a hundred barrels aday in a very short 
time, as every indication is favorable. 


T h e r e is trouble amóng those gen­ 
tlemen who manage or mismanage 
the State University. 
G i l m a n is ac­ 
credited with intriguing for the dis­ 
missal of Professor C a r r . 
We do not 
assume to judge of the merits of those 
two professors. They are no doubt 
good men in their way. But the State 
could perhaps do without both of 
them. The State University has cost 
the people a vast sum of money, and 
they have as yet received but a slight 
return for it. The management of the 
University has not been entirely sat­ 
isfactory, and a few changes could not 
make things worse, wh'le they might 
show a decided improvement. Bro. 
G i l m a n should have a care, lest while 
he is attempting to crush Prof. C a r r 
he may be crushed himself. 
C a u r is 
the better man of the two, and he cer­ 
tainly has more generally the confi­ 
dence of the people of California. 


Pacific Coast Items. 


The Vállelo shipbuilders are m ak­ 
ing good progress upon their new 
schooner. 
The salaries of State officers and at­ 
taches forthe mouth of July amounted 
to $23,000. 
Six divorces were granted at Sacra­ 
mento last month, and twenty-three 
marriage licenses were issued. * 
Volume 46 of the Supreme Court 
Reports have been printed, bound and 
delivered to the Secretary of State. 
In the Stockton warehouse wheat is 
accumulating quite rapidly. One man 
alone has secured storage for 9,000 
tons. 
Wild grape vines grow in abundance 
along the creeks in Lake county, 
climbing and surrounding good-sized 
trees. 
The San Joaquin Valley Railroad is 
now open to Kern river, and the train 
from Stockton went through Friday 
night for the first time. 
Local Option is thought to be a dead 
letter at Sacramento. 
It is believed 
that no new petition will receive the 
requisite number of signatures. 
During the past week 650 tons of 
fruit and vegetables were shipped 
from Sacramento for the markets the 
other side of the Sierras and the East. 
The grain harvest in Solano county 
is being rapidly finished, and ma­ 
chines are every day retiring from the 
fields and being laid up for the season. 
It is reported that a large number of 
sheep near Sacramento are troubled 
witli a species of epizootic. Some cats 
also appear to be att'ected in a similar 
manner. 
W heat in Santa Clara county, as far 
as harvested, is everywhere up to ex­ 
pectations. In places where it was 
supposed to be ruined, it will yield at 
least an average crop. 
Messrs. Wilcox and Capron’s new 
steam yacht Cuyamaca has arrived at 
San Diego from San Francisco. She 
will be used as a pleasure boat in the 
bay, and is powerful enough for tow­ 
ing purposes. 
At a meeting of the Directors of the 
Stanislaus Agricultural Society, held 
in Modesto July 17th, it was ordered 
that the tenth annual exhibition 
be held at Modesto on the 15th, 16th, 
17th and 18th of September. 
It is reported that Mr. Frieselden of 
Oroville paid $70,090 for the Gluckauf 
ranch, stock, crops, and everything on 
the premises.

From the Resources of California. 
Los Angeles county embraces one 
of the largest unbroken tracts of fer­ 
tile land in California. 
It has about 
50.000 acres under cultivation. 
Its 
population is a little over 20,000. 
It 
contains the following towns: Los An­ 
geles city, with a population of about 
0,000; Anaheim, 1,500; W ilmington, 
500; Han Gabriel, 200; El Monte, 100; 
Gallatin, 100; aud Spadra, Santa Ana, 
W estminster, 
Compton, 
San 
Fer­ 
nando, Florence, Tustin City and San 
Juan Capistrano, with 
about fifty 
each. 
Each of these places is a nu­ 
cleus of a rich farming country. 
EDUCATION. 
Her educational interests rank high­ 
er than any county in the State, sim i­ 
larly located. *Slie has forty-one school 
districts outside of Los Angeles city, 
with forty-five teachers—in the city 
fifteen schools, making sixty public 
schools in the county, besides the W il­ 
son College at W ilmington and the 
Los Nietos College. There are few se­ 
lect schools in the city and county of 
Los Angeles, which speaks well* for 
her public school system . The school 
tax levy for 1874 is thirty cents on the 
$100. 
The average price paid to fe­ 
male teachers is seventy dollars per 
month, only two teaching for fifty 
dollars. 
The average price paid to 
male teachers is ninety-five dollars; 
the lowest is seventy dollars, and the 
highest is the salary of Dr. W. T. 
Lucky, the very efficient City Super­ 
intendent and Principal of the city 
High School, $2,500 per year; the next 
two highest receiving $125 per month 
each. The county schools are spoken 
highly of by the County Superintend­ 
ent, Dr. Peck, a live Yankee, fully up 
to the times in educational matters. 
There are eight school houses in the 
county which cost from $1,000 to $1,­ 
200, three which cost $2,000 to $3,000, 
and six which cost over $3,000 each. 
The last named are in the city. 
The 
High School building, occupying an 
eminence entirely overlooking the city 
and its beautiful surroundings, witli 
the furniture, cost $25,000, and the lot 
is valued at $15,000, making ttiis one 
school property worth $40,000. 
We 
have seldom found better organized 
and more ably managed public schools 
than the Los Angeles city schools. In 
the city are seven church organiza­ 
tions, five church edifices, and two 
soon to be erected, a public library and 
reading 
room. 
Eight 
new public 
school buildings will be erected in this 
county the present year. 
• 
AGRICULTURAL RESOURCES. 
All the agricultural products grown 
on this coast, cau he produced in this 
county in great luxuriance, including 
Indian corn, a fact worthy of notice, 
as many portions of this coast are not 
adopted to the production of this great 
staple of the central part of the United 
States. 
One hundred and twenty 
bushels to the acre, on whole fields, 
have been produced here, throwing 
into the shade the best bottom lands 
of the Mississippi valley. This county 
contains 200,000 acres of corn land, 
needing very little irrigation, and 
300.000 acres suitable for raising semi- 
tropical fruits. Much of this land can 
be irrigated from flowing streams, the 
rest by surface wells. The boring of 
artesian wells is a great success all 
through the county, striking water at 
eighty to one hundred and forty feet, 
except in the city, where, strange to 
say, it is a failure; but the city is well 
supplied with excellent water from 
the Los Angeles river, tlie supply of 
which is almost inexhaustable. Many 
of the vineyards and much of the best 
producing lands do not need irrigation 
at all. This county is the great orange 
hearing section of the United States. 
No more beautiful panoramic view is 
is to be found, than from the hills im­ 
mediately back and adjoining the city, 
with the town im m ediately at your 
feet and the orange orchards and vine­ 
yards, witli many varieties of the 
semi-tropical fruits 
sprinkled 
in, 
stretching for m iles before, while the 
vision is lost gazing upon the grain 
fields and herds 011 the grazing lands 
beyond. The culture of cotton, also 
of coffee, has been successfully tested 
in this county. 
Further develop­ 
ments are called for, and many varie­ 
ties of manufactories are demanded, 
as tlie water power is immense. 
The 
ramie plant is a success here, and no 
portion of tlio State produces beets 
better than this. 
Many 
hundred 
thousand dollars can be profitably in­ 
vested here in a beet sugarie, a paper 
mill, cotton and woolen mills, the 
manufacture of willow 
ware, the 
ramie, a jute factory, ete. 
W ithin twenty miles of Los Ange­ 
les city, in the mountains, and quite 
easy of access, is a large belt of sugar 
pine timber, with trees six or eight 
feet in diameter, waiting for an in­ 
vestment of capital to be developed. 
This is of inestimable value in this 
comparatively timberless section of 
the State. 
The undeveloped mineral resources 
of this county are of no inconsiderable 
importance, and when connection is 
made with the transcontinental rail­ 
road and a railroad is built to the 
Cerro Gordo and luyo county mines, 
an investment here in reduction and 
refining works will pay largely. There 
is one petroleum refinery established 
here now, and payiug well. 
CLIMATE.
